Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Patterson (US 6,276,603) and Flood (US 

5,597,996) discloses media dispensing apparatus for dispensing media such as cash or 
bills in response to customers requests such as cash withdrawal. However, Patterson 
and Flood alone or in combination of other references, fail to specifically teach or fairly 
suggest that media dispenser comprises an accumulation receptacle comprising a first 
accumulation surface for stacking media initially thereon and a second accumulation 
surface for stacking media for providing customers access and/or preventing 
unauthorized access to the media stacked thereon wherein the accumulation receptacle 
is rotated by a driving unit as set forth in the claims.
